IMPORTANT  NOTES  FOR  ALL  BID  D E R S 


We  would  expect  that  the  wise  buyer  will  submit  numerous  bids,  all  at  levels  commensurate  with  his  idea 
of  the  value  of  each  lot.  On  items  that  he  really  wants  badly,  the  serious  bidder  will  bid  well  above 
the  top  estimate,  recognizing  that  his  bid  will  be  reduced  to  10%  above  the  second  highest  bid,  but  also 
realizing  that  he  may  be  in  competition  with  other  seriously  interested  bidders. 

On  lots  in  which  the  bidder  is  definitely  interested,  albeit  not  ecstatic,  he  should  bid  very  close  to 
the  estimate  with  his  exact  bid  being  determined  by  his  own  knowledge  and  desires.  On  lots  of  only  mar- 
ginal interest,  the  bidder  may  wish  to  bid  at  what  he  considers  to  be  wholesale  level. 

In  those  sections  which  show  a price  range  for  an  estimate,  the  low  figure  represents  a wholesale  evalua- 
tion, while  the  high  figure  indicates  what  a serious  specialist  would  gladly  pay  for  the  lot.  Bids  less 
than  the  lower  of  the  two  figures  will  most  likely  be  unsuccessful;  bids  above  the  higher  figure  will 
most  likely  be  successful  and  will  most  likely  be  reduced  as  outlined  above  (see  also  paragraph  2 of 
TERMS  OF  SALE) . 

In  those  sections  where  only  one  estimate  is  given,  that  estimate  is  what  we  believe  a fair  retail  price 
to  be.  The  estimates  in  such  sections  are  based  on  our  experience  with  the  particular  item;  in  cases 
where  we  may  have  never  previously  handled  that  particular  item  or  items,  the  estimate  may  be  too  high 
or  too  low.  Generally  speaking,  our  estimates  should  serve  as  useful  guides,  but  all  bidders  should  use 
their  own  knowledge  and  experience  as  the  final  tools  to  determine  their  bids. 

We  make  the  following  suggestions  to  all  bidders: 

(1)  Bid  what  you  wish  on  each  item,  but  keep  the  estimate  in  mind  lest  you  waste  your  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  an  item  you  particularly  desire. 

(2)  Bid  the  maximum  bid  you  would  pay  for  the  lot,  recognizing  that  if  your  bid  is  high,  re- 
lative to  other  bids,  you  bid  will  be  reduced  in  accordance  with  paragraph  2 of  TERMS  OF 
SALE.

PAPEL  MONEDA  DEL  GOBIERNO-The  following  notes  were  the  actual  notes  which  were  the  subject  of  a two  page 
write  up  from  THE  COINS  AND  PAPER  MONEY  OF  EL  SALVADOR,  by  Alcedo  F.  Almanzar  and  Brian  R.  Stickney. 

These  notes  were  a form  of  money  issued  by  El  Salvador  in  1877  and  only  60,000  Pesos  were  authorized  or 
payment  to  government  troops,  employees,  and  offices.  However,  the  authors  were  able  to  obtain  (docu- 
mentation which  is  illustrated  in  the  book  of  extractions  taken  from  Salvadorian  newspapers  in  1877  in 
which  different  shops  were  advertising  to  accept  them  as  regular  currency.)  Since  publication  of  the 
book  the  authors  have  been  unable  to  turn  up  any  other  pieces  of  this  money  which  no  doubt  emphasizes 
their  rarity.

*2220  In  our  5001-lot  auction  with  closing  date  of  June  30,  1973,  we  described  another  specimen  under 
Lot  #4025  as  follows:  "El  T1  C5  8 Reales  1831  Assayer  E.  This  may  be  the  KINGI  We  proudly 
offer  what  we  believe  to  be  one  of  the  kings  of  the  Latin  American  8 Reales  and  Pesos  series. 

From  time  to  time  the  "F"  assayer  (Elizondo  #2)  of  this  coin  makes  its  appearance  in  the  market. 
However,  the  "E"  assayer  has  been  a mystery  coin  since  it  first  appeared  listed  in  Elizondo's 
EIGHT  REALES  AND  PESOS  OF  THE  NEW  WORLD.  We  read  recently  that  a Santo  Domingo  10  Reales,  a coin 
whose  existence  puzzled  the  numismatic  fraternity  for  many  years,  was  obtained  by  a well-known 
numismatist  and  friend.  We  will  hazard  to  guess  that  the  owner  of  that  coin  had  to  pay  in  ex- 
cess of  $20,000  for  that  piece.  We  know  that  the  Nuevo  Reino  1759JB  8 Reales  of  which  several 
are  known,  passes  hands  at  a figure  in  excess  of  $6,000.  Santiago  Pillars  which  are  offered 
from  time  to  time  sell  at  around  $5,000.  This  coin  depicting  on  the  reverse  the  very  significant 
and  historical  tree,  "Ceiba",  at  which  Columbus  anchored  the  Santa  Maria;  and,  on  the  obverse  the 
five  mountain  ranges  graduated  in  size  with  a rising  sun,  symbolic  of  the  five  Central  American 
republics  once  liberated  and  forming  their  own  United  States  of  Central  America.  The  coin  which 
we  are  hereby  offering  does  not  have  as  much  ancestral  ties  with  the  series  of  the  Spanish  mother- 
land. However,  we  are  speaking  of  a coin  which  possesses  equal  romanticism  and  extreme  rarity. 
Perhaps  the  key  to  the  completion  of  the  whole  of  the  Central  American  series."  The  coin  we 
offered  then  was  an  XF  specimen  which  realized  $3,400.  This  piece  grades  - obverse  VF  weak  "8", 
a common  trait  of  the  Costa  Rican  8 Reales,  and  reverse  XF.  Much  water  has  passed  under  the 
bridge  since  that  piece  was  offered.  We  are  no  longer  amazed  by  Latin  American  coins  bringing 
prices  in  the  $20,000  range.  Recently  it  was  headlined  in  a numismatic  publication  that  a Mexico 
Luis  I 8 Reales  1725-MoD  was  purchased  by  a well-known  coin  dealer  for  $36,000.  If  we  were  to 
compare  prices  at  which  rare  coins  realized  a year  ago  and  what  they  are  realizing  today,  we  can 
expect  double  last  year's  bid  for  this  piece;  however,  we  are  asking  for  bids  no  less  than  4,000.00

Another  South  American  gold  coin,  namely  a 
Colombian  Conf ederacion  Granadina  20  Pesos  1859  (FR82)  in  XF  realized  $6,700.00  in  a recent 
Superior  auction  sale.
